The president's views were com- 


municated in a brief- note endorsin 
the legislation, but making no refer- 
ence to the strike of Western Union 
operators called for July 8 by the 
Commercial Telegraphers' Union aft- 
er the Western Union had refused to 
abide by rulings of the war labor 
board on the discharge of union oper- 
ators. 


Letters of approval also were senl 


by Secretaries Baker and- Danies and 
Postmaster General Burleson whose 
opinions had been sought by the com- 
mittee. 


A resolution authorizing the pres- 


ident to take over the lines probably 
will be reported favorably by the 
committee this afternoon. 


Members of congress said today 


that the attorney general had advised 
the president that he is without au- 
thority under existing law to take 
over the lies, and that if necessity 
'or action arose with congress in re- 
cess he would be without power to 
act. 


The resolution, which was intro- 


duced by Representative Aswell of 
Louisiana, reads: 
"Tfiar-the 
cretion it is deemed desirable in order

has been reached in the street cai 
strike declared here early yesterday 
morning by street railway employes.

Washington, July 1.—Sears, Roe- 


buck & Co, Chicago, have 
been 


ordered by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission to cease certain methods of 
competition, it was announced today. 
Chief of the complaints by the com- 
mission—which were all admitted 
by the corporation—was the prac- 
tice of advertising sugar for sale at 
prices less than its competitors. 


The corporation "owned up" to the 


fact that during the latter half of 
1915 it received $780,000 from the 
sale of sugar, but that the gales were 
in reality made at a loss of $196,- 
000, although sugar was included in 
"combination sales" on which a pro- 
fit was made

Did You Know 


That the salary of the president of 
the United States was the cause of 
discussion in the first congress, in 
view oC the fact that the Constitution 
declared that the president should 
receive compensation for his ser- 
vices? Washington had notified his 
fellow-citizens that he desired no 
salary. The limits suggested in con- 
gress ranged from $15,000 to $70,- 
000. 
The salary was finally placed 


at $25,000, and this remained the 
compensation until President Grant's 
second term, 51 arch 3, 1873, when it 
was increased to $50,000.
